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75th Celebrations Bring 
Distinguished Guest to Loyola 


Loyoia’s 75th celebrations are in full 
swing this month with a bevy of distin- 
guished guests visiting the college. 

Educators, authors, artists and public 
figures who rank among the top of their 
field internationally are coming to the 
campus to speak, discuss and perform. 

Major coup for the college is consumer 
champion Ralph Nader whose flying visit 
in slotted into one of the most prestigous 
lecturing schedules in North America. 
Nader will speak in the F.C. Smith Audito- 
rium at 2.30 p.m. on Friday November 19. 

Other celebrated guests yet to come 
include Pierre Berton, and Siobhan 
McKenna. The internationally aclaimed 
lrish actress will present her renowned 
one-woman evening of extracts, Here Are 
Ladies, with characters from St. Joan to 
Molly Brown, on November 16 at 8.00 
p.m. in the F.C. Smith Auditorium. Miss 
McKenna, who wom the Variety best 
actress of the season award for an Off- 
Broadway run, is currently touring North 
American cities with the show. 

Pierre Berton will come to the college 
on Wednesday, November 10, to speak on 
the spirit of Canadianism. He will follow 
up his address in the F.C. Smith Audito- 
rium (timed for 2.00 p.m.) with a rap 
session with the audience. Author, editor 
and broadcaster as well as television perso- 
nality, Pierre Berton’s achievements in 
Canadian media are great. 

Several major guests have already visi- 
ted Loyola as part of the 75th anniversary 
celebrations. On Monday, November 8, 
Rollo May, whose ‘‘Love and Will” is fast 
becoming the source book for post- 
Freudian man, gave a lecture ‘“The End 
and Beginning of an Era’. 

On Saturday, November 6, Dr. Mary 
Daly spoke at the College. Dr. Daly, who 
holds no less than seven degrees, three of 
them doctorates (Religion, Sacred Theolo- 
gy and Philosophy), is the author of ‘The 
Church and the Second Sex"’, which explo- 
res the history of anti-feminism in the 
Catholic Church. 

Admission to all 75th celebration 
events is free (including the Siobhan 
McKenna performance). There are no ti- 
ckets and entry is strictly on a first come 
first served basis.

World famous philosopher and theolo- 
gian, the Reverend Bernard Lonergan, S.J., 
considered by many to be the finest 
philosophical thinker of our century, recei- 
ved the Loyola Medal at a dinner given in 
his honour at the Ritz Carlton Hotel, 
Monday, November 1. 

Father Lonergan, who returned to 
Loyola to receive the gold medal 49 years 
after leaving the college at the end of his 
sophomore year, became only the fifth 
recipient since the award was introduced 
10 years ago to recognize leadership and 
achievement in Canada. 

Making the presentation Alumni presi- 
dent Brian Gallery commented: ‘‘To state 
his contribution to the great enterprise of 
human thought is impossible. Impossible 
not just because we lack the time, but 
primarily because we lack perspective. We 
do not stand at the vantage point of the 
year 2071 when a century of study and 
debate and assessment will have clarified 
his place in history. 

“Nevertheless, because the generation 
to follow will ask what we thought of him, 
we have a duty to try even the impossible

and state what we think he has done and is 
doing. His work then is a study of man; of 
man and his true centre, where his heart 
beats and his mind ponders; where his 
questions soar and his judgements reaches; 
where his values lie and his faith looks for 
its home. 

“Most important of all, it is the study 
of The Man — Jesus of Nazareth — who 
realizes God's idea of Man and what Man is 
to be. Fr. Lonergan has brought to this 
study a willingness to learn from the past; 
a penetration in the analysis of the present; 
a creativity in building for the future, that 
have been immeasurably reassuring for 
those of us who are lost and afraid in these 
times of social and cultural upheaval’. 

Fr. Lonergan currently holds the 
Stillman Chair of Catholic Studies at 
Harvard University. He is probably best 
known for his book ‘“‘Insight’’ which is 
viewed as a milestone of thought, 
developing an all embracing theory of 
knowledge that includes every area of 
human understanding. His latest book, 
“Method in Theology’, is due to be 
published shortly.

Loyola Trustee Clifford Malone (Arts 
'47) has been appointed chairman of the 
Canadian Textiles Institute, the top execu- 
tive post in the organisation which 
represents a Canadian industry employing 
almost 100,000 people. 

Chairman, president and chief execu- 
tive officer of the Montreal-based Chemcell 
Ltd, a chemicals, yarn, fibre and carpets 
manufacturer with annual sales of over 
$120 million, he enters the position with 
an intimate knowledge of the industry. 

Mr. Malone is concerned that imports 
from low cost labour countries have been 
seriously affecting the home industry's 
position in the Canadian market place.

Cliff Malone, in his coming two years as 
CTI chairman, sees his greatest priority in 
consolidating the industry’s position in 
Ottawa. He wants as many sectors as 
possible reviewed by the newly set up 
Textile and Clothing Board and would like 
to see quota negotiations with some 
countries made tougher.
